He addressed the delegates of 
the Building Trades council yes¬ 
terday and. hearing them re-af- 
firm the strike vote, carried his 
plea for "an honest fight” against 
unemployment to the public over 
the radio last night. 

Strike In Philadelphia 

A similar though smaller strike 
was called on a WPA project at 
the Philadelphia navy yard.

Heat Hist 

There are three disturbances 
which are specifically the result 
of exposure to excessive heat. 
These are heat cramps, heat pros¬ 
tration and heat stroke. 

The treatment of these condi¬ 
tions differs and. save for emerg¬ 
ency first-aid, requires expert ad¬ 
ministration. Certain preventive 
measures, however, apply uni¬ 
formly to all of them. 

The hazard arising from ex- , 
cessive temperatures may be ' 
counteracted by increased heat 
elimination, by lessening of heat 
production, by avoidance of ex¬ 
posure to heat, and by the rnain- 
j tenance of the body in the best 
1 possible condition. 

Very Essential 

These preventive measures are 
I particularly essential to those , 
whose circulatory system (heart, 
lungs, arteries) and whose system 
of elimination (kidneys) are not 
' perfectly normal. 

One of the principal means the ! 
body utilizes for the elimination of 
heat is sweat. Therefore, when ex- I 
i posed to excessive heat, produc¬ 
tion and elimination of sweat 
| should bo favored. 

This ran be achieved by drink- , 
ing large amounts of water, I

small doses. Carbonated drinks 
are preferable 

Add Table Salt 

Since sweat carries with it a 
good deal of sodium chloride, the 
body supply of this substance 
should be replenished by the addi¬ 
tion of common table salt to food 
and water. A level teaspoonful >>f 
salt should be added to each qua r* 
of water consumed. 

Fruit juices are valuable :• that 
they promote kidney elimination. 
Dousing the hair and head with 
cold water and frequent cool baths 
help to eliminate heat 

Reduce Laintr 

Muscular exertion engenders 
body heat. Consequently physical 
labor should be reduced to the 
minimum possible. When unavoid¬ 
able. work preferably should be 
performed in short periods, with 
intervening periods of rest Ex¬ 
posure to the direct rays of the 
sun should be avoided. 

One should avoid alcoholic bev¬ 
erages during hot weather Coffee, 
tea and tobacco also have an un¬ 
desirable effect upon the heat- 
regulating mechanisms.

Color Factory is Built 
For Anaheim City Park 
To Mix Flower Pattern 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 <JP)~ 
The problem of inducing states 
and cities to provide for their own 
"unemployables” today was de¬ 
clared to be the major one con¬ 
fronting officials conducting the 
shift from the "dole” to the $4,« 
000,000,000 work relief program. 

Reiterating that after Novem¬ 
ber 1 the federal government 
would put up money only for jobs, 
Harry L. Hopkins aimed sharp 
criticism at states he contended 
were not making provision for 
those unable to work and so ex¬ 
cluded from the new federal pro¬ 
gram. Every state, he insisted, ia 
able to care for its unfortunat® 
unless it is "unsocial-minded.” 

Hopkins estimated that states 
and cities would put up $600,000,- 
000 — compared with the federal 
government's $4,800,000,000—dur¬ 
ing the 12 months beginning July 
1 to provide for unemployables 
and help pay for work relief proj¬ 
ects. 

Hopkins listed what he termed 
two sigrfs of progress: 

1. A decline in the relief popu¬ 
lation from 19,250,000 in May to 
17,937,000 in June. 

2. An increase in the number of 
work relief jobs provided to 550,- 
000, including 425,000 members of 
the Civilian Conservation Corps, 
105,000 on works projects, and 
20,000 on other federal activities. 


Installment Payments 
Other Changes Help 
Swell Treasury 


SACRAMENTO. Aug. 9. (.Pi— 
The answer to the mystery of a 
sudden temporary halt to a sen¬ 
ate civil service Inquiry was 
sought today by Senator Edward 
H. Tickle, Carmel, one of the 
members, who said it was "not 
over by a darn sight." 

The senator hurried to Sacra¬ 
mento after learning that Chair¬ 
man Sanborn Young, Eos Gatos, 
had written Senator Jerrold Sea- 
well, Roseville, suggesting that the 
investigation be delayed several 
weeks. 

Flood of Rumors 

Senator Tickle was met with a 
flood of rumors as he arrived in 
the capitol but he denied the truth 
of one report that the investiga¬ 
tion was about to "blow up” and 
said he did not "believe" another 
that some committee members had 
become apprehensive because of 
rumors that "liquor interests” 
were seeking to control the ex¬ 
tent of the inauiry. 

He insisted that all "we re In¬ 
terested in is getting politics out 
of civil service,” and holding a 
meeting here before August 20, 
when all probationary state em¬ 
ployes will be blanketed into per¬ 
manent civil service. 

Tickle denied any knowledge of 
a "deal” at the time of the Los 
Angeles inquiry into the board of 
equalization offices there, result¬ 
ing in the ousting of Ray L. Ri¬ 
ley, state controller, as chairman. 


Called as a defense witness in 
the case of Edward Tabor and 
Jess Sibley, charged with con¬ 
spiracy and arson. Dr. George 
Parrish, Los Angeles health of¬ 
ficer. yesterday admitted under 
cross-examination by District At¬ 
torney S. B. Kaufman that less 
than a year ago he had signed a 
contract with a sales corporation 
to recommend to other health de¬ 
partments a certain type of sewer 
flusher manufactured by a cor¬ 
poration of which Tabor is presi¬ 
dent. 

Tabor and Sibley are being tried 
in department 2, superior court, on 
charges that grew out of the fire 
in 1932 that destroyed the Hunt¬ 
ington Beach apartment house 
owned by Tabor. John Rose and 
Henry Eli were convicted of arson 
in connection with the fire. It 
was a statement to District Attor¬ 
ney S. B. Kaufman, signed by 
Rose in Ran Quentin prison, that 
resulted in the arrest of Tabor 
and Sibley. 

Says Heard Threats 

The information from Dr Par¬ 
rish came through questions asked 
by District Attorney S. B. Kauf¬ 
man in an attempt to show that 
the Los Angeles county official 
has been closely allied with Tabor 
for several years. Dr. Parrish on 
direct examination had told a 
story of hearing the mother and 
wife of John Rose, convicted 
arsonist and prosecution witness, 
threatening Tabor in an attempt 
to extort money from him. 

Prior to admitting having signed 
a contract to recommend a certain 
type automatic flusher, for which 
he was to receive $1 on every 
one sold in certain designated 
territories. Dr. Parrish testified 
that he had served as health offi¬ 
cer in Los Angeles from Novem¬ 
ber, 1921. to October, 1931, when 
he was dismissed by Mayor Por¬ 
ter, and was reappointed to the 
office by Mayor Shaw in 1933 He 
also testified, on cross-examina¬ 
tion, that Mayor Shaw's wife was 
a former secretary of Tabor's. 

$1 on Each Sale 

Under the contract which Dr. 
Parrish admitted having signed 
with the Maddox Sales corpora¬ 
tion, he was to receive $1 for 
every Maddox automatic flusher 
sold in California north of Fres¬ 
no, and in the states of Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho, Montana. Wy¬ 
oming. New Mexico. Utah, Ari¬ 
zona, Colorado, Nevada. Indiana. 
Illinois. Ohio and Pennsylvania 

Under terms of the contract 
Dr. Parrish was to "use his best 
efforts and endeavors in recom¬ 
mending and soliciting the vari¬ 
ous health departments in connec¬ 
tion with the disposal of sewer 
flushers from the standpoint of 
sanitation and health protection." 
For the duration of the contract 
he was also required "to recom¬ 
mend the use of Maddox automa¬ 
tic flushers and not recommend 
any other type flusher.” 

In Tabor’s Office. 

Under cross-examination Dr 
Parrish said he had known Tabor 
for approximately 10 years, and 
that after his dismissal from of¬ 
fice by Mayor Porter he rented 
an office in Tabor's suite in a 
Los Angeles building for his per¬ 
sonal use during a recall cam¬ 
paign he was conducting against 
the man who had removed him 
from office. It was while he was 


Delinquent taxes amounting to 
$438,495.33 were collected fluring 
the fiscal year just ended, County 
Auditor W. T. Lambert announced 
torlay. This sets a record for re¬ 
cent years, said Auditor Lambert, 
who cited 1933 when delinquent 
tax collections amounted to $321,- 
99972 and 1932 when collections 
totalled $208,911.16. 

The increase in delinquent tax 
payments, Auditor I,ambert said, 
is largely attributable to assembly 
hill No. 1034 which offers unusual 
inducements to property owners 
who have allowed their tax pay¬ 
ments to Jerome delinquent. 

Removes Pena (tics 

This bill removes all penalties 
if taxes are paid not later than 
August 31. 1935, if the property 
has delinquent taxes for 1934-35 
or previous. Delinquent taxes for 
1934-35 do not come under this 
provision unless they are coupled 
with previous delinquencies. Other¬ 
wise interest is charged, but no 
penalties attached. 

The law also allows installment 
payments of taxes, with conditions 
about, the same as contained in 
previous similar laws It allows up 
to April 20, 1936, to start pay¬ 
ments It also allows payment in 
full of taxes after September 1, 
1935, ami up to April 20. 1936, 
with interest at 7 per cent from 
July 1, 1934. These provisions do 
not apply to 1935-36 taxes which 
become due Nov. 1. 1935. 

Anticipate More 

"We anticipate large collections 
of delinquent taxes fluring Au¬ 
gust.” Auditor Lambert said. "As 
the new law is interpreted, per¬ 
sons who have pa if 1 installments, 
and have been rharged interest, 
may have this interest credited on 
taxes if payments are completed 
In August. 

"One large company which has 
many pieces of property in Orange 
county on which it has marie in¬ 
stallment payments, has asked 
that we prepare figures to show 
the amounts required to pay in 
full. It will take credit for in¬ 
terest paid. 

"Another company with exten¬ 
sive holdings is contemplating 
paying in full If this company 
pays in August it will take credit 
for interest already paid in Be¬ 
sides. it will finish payments with 
no penalties or costs.” 


A new color fartory was tak¬ 
ing form in the Anaheim city park 
today. A factory where all the 
shades of red, blue, yellow, green 
and their various combinations 
will be mixed with care before 
Rudolph Boysen, park superinten¬ 
dent, scatters them over the flow¬ 
er beds and borders in beautiful 
patterns. 

The color factory is something 
that Mr. Boysen has wanted for 
some time, something he designed 
himself. When completed in the 
next few days it will look like 
a glasshouse to the layman, but 
to Mr. Boysen it will be a place 
where he can manufacture with 
care and accuracy the beautiful 
shades of color with which he 
decorates the Anaheim park from 
season to season. 

The making of color for a park 
is a job which requires planning 
and careful scheduling, the park 
superintendent explained yester¬ 
day. A certain flower will give 
you a certain color at a definite 
time of the year if you plant the 
seed at the right time and ar¬ 
range your working schedule so 
you can set out the plants when 
they are ready to go into the 
ground. 

Work Is Planned 

When there are 12 men to care 
for 20 acres of park grounds, and 
when they also must care for 9,- 
000 trees along Anaheim streets, 
as well as the city's 30-acre or¬ 
ange grove, their work must be 
planned so there Is no loss of 
time. And the park must always 
present the attractive, colorful ap¬ 
pearance which is drawing hun¬ 
dreds of visitors from all over the 
Southland daily. 

The chief advantage of the col¬ 
or factory or glasshouse is that 
there won't be any casualties of 
young flowering plants if a cold 
snap comes along. Mr Boysen 
explained. Inside he will have a 
"hot bench,” electrically heated 
and controlled by a thermostat, 
where he can maintain even tem¬ 
peratures. With this system there 
won't be any worry about a bare 
spot in the park pattern in case 
a freeze tries to take away the 
growing color The "hot bench” 
will take care of that. 

Changes By Seasons 

Mr Boysen likes to talk about 
flowers and shrubs. They are the 
materials with which he has made 
Anaheim’s park one of the bright¬ 
est and most popular spots in the 
Southland. With them he changes 
the aspect of the park from sea¬ 
son to season. In the latter part 


tember he will be planting the 
bulbs which will give him the color 
he wants for next spring. Later 
he will plant seeds for asters, 
zinnias and other flowers that will 
provide color to stand the heat of 
next summer. The rush of the 
seed planting time is from July 
15 to October 1. Between Febru¬ 
ary 15 and April 1 will come an¬ 
other seed planting cycle. In May 
he will put in dahlias and chrysan¬ 
themums to supply fall color. 

Incidentally Mr. Boysen passed 
out a few tips on seed planting. 
He uses a soil composed of onc- 
half leaf mold and one-half Ger¬ 
man peat moss, running the mix¬ 
ture through a one-quarter inch 
sieve. If the soil is thoroughly 
soaked before seeding, it will need 
no more water, in the case of cin¬ 
eraria, and the green tips will 
come up in 72 hours. Flats 
should be set in the shade, but too 
often a mistake is made in placing 
them where there is not enough 
circulation of air. This is likely 
to cause fungus diseases which 
will ruin everything, he said. 

Plenty of Lawn 

There are acres of lawn in 
the Anaheim park. The rest of 
the grounds, except for the base¬ 
ball diamond, plunge, tenni3 courts, 
theater, lily pond and walks, are 
landscaped in borders and flower 
plots. From season to season they 
present an ever-changing picture 
of color. These color spots, with 
the rest of the landscaping, shrubs 
and trees, combine to give the 
Anaheim park that something 
which everyone recognizes as in¬ 
dividual charm, but which is hard 
to explain. 

Perhaps only Mr. Boysen, work¬ 
ing away in his color factory, 
knows the secret. But the public 
needn't worry as long as the park 
is there. All they need to do is 
enjoy the beauty.

Layton Asks Public Opinion 


How would Santa Ana look 
with its street light standards 
painted an aluminum color? 

Councilman Ernest Layton, 
street commissioner, said today 
he is contemplating submission 
of a project to the Works Prog¬ 
ress administration for repaint¬ 
ing every street light standard 
in the city. Mr. Layton has been 
pouring over color charts, observ¬ 
ing the standards in other cities, 
and has decided tentatively on 
aluminum, with a darker color 
around the base. 

However, he pointed out today, 
this shift in color would make a 
decided change in the appearance 
of the city's streets. The light 
poles always have been a dark¬ 
er shade. 

Mr. Layton has made up his 
mind to conduct an experiment 
in city government He decided 
today to ask for the public's ad¬ 
vice on the subject. He realizes, 
he said, that there may be peo¬ 
ple who are definitely opposed to 
aluminum as the color for the 
light standards, and he wants to 
give them a chance to express 
themselves. 

On the other hand there prob¬ 
ably are many persons who would 
favor this color. Mr. Layton 
wants to hear from both groups. 
He requested today that anyone 
who has constructive ideas on the 
subject write him a card or a let¬ 
ter setting forth his views He 


made a special request, however, 
that citizens use the mail instead 
of the telephone The reason for 
this, he said, is that his telephone 
is needed constantly for his busi¬ 
ness affairs. 

And so. those who wish to take 
an active part in helping to gov¬ 
ern their city have their oppor¬ 
tunity today. Mr. Layton is try¬ 
ing out an experiment. He is 
asking for the public’ guidance 
in handing this part of the city's 
affairs. Shall the city's street 
light standards be painted in 
aluminum? Or shall some other 
color be used? That question is 
squarely before the citizens of 
Santa Ana.

J IM FARQUHAR. editor of the Huntington Beach News, 
is nothing if not a loyalist to his home town. In a 
recent issue of his newspaper he so thoroughly, yet cour¬ 
teously, replied to an editorial in the San Bernardino Sun 
which spoke slurringly of Huntington Beach, that the 
“San Berdoo” man must feel something like King Levin- 
sky did after Joe Louis “polished him off Wednesday 
night.
